In discussing' the matter of equitable 


assessments. Single* Taxer Foloy hays 
some sensible thing* as well as some 
things which we are not prepared to 
endorse, ami as the latter aro purely 
theoretical we will not attempt to dis- 
cuss them. 


Upon two points at least we nre ablo 


to fully agree with out Point Marion 
friend, namely, that assessments are 
inequitable and that they ought to bo 
published with a view to discovering 
to the public and through them to the 
proper 
officiate snch. iniquitous in- 


equity. 


If all the assessors of all the coun- 


ties In the Commonwealth uoulrl fol- 
low the law literally and OKSOBS each 
particular property at its full market 
value, no injustice would be done to 
any ownership or any person; but it 
seem*! Impossible to change tho prac- 
tise firmly established by long years 
of custom, of setting down property 
valuations for purposes of taxation at 
approximately halt the real value. 


"It Is a condition, not a theory, tbat 


confronts us," and the only practical 
means of meeting it is to bow to tho 
custom and endeavor to make it fit 
the ends of justice by equalising' as- 
sessments on a common basis. U Is 
within tho power of the County Com- 
missioners to do this, and the power 
should bo exorcised in, every case 
where it is apparent that injustice has 
been done, cither by raising valua- 
tions that aro below the average, or 
by lowering them when above.
